Deport on Trusts baa been made to 


Congress by the Industrial Commission, 
which argues that, while combinations 
have become inevitable, then power for 
evil should be destroyed. 


The Commission reootnmends that Ihs 


promoteis of corporations or mdustiial 
combinations which look to the public 
to purchase or deal in their stocks 01 
securities should be required to furnish 
full detuils regaidmg the oigamzation, 
the property or services foi which the 
stocks or securities aie to be issued, 
amount and kind of same, and all other 
material information necessary foi safe 
and intelligent investment. 


Any prospectus soliciting subscrip- 


tions, which fails to make full disclos- 
ures or which is false, should be deemed 
fraudulent, and the promoters, with 
their associates, held legally responsible. 


The natuie of the business o£ the 
cor- 


poration 01 industrial combination, all 
powers granted to directors and oflicers 
thereof, and all limitations upon them 
or upon the rights and powers of th« 
members, should be required to be ex- 
pressed in the eertiBcate of. incorporation, 
which instrument should be open to in- 
spection by any investor.
